this we make no doubt about, whatever.

If it is answered that 
courage and ti lellty should receive recogni­ 
tion, wo havo lo remark that if ii over signal­ 
izes itself before men it Will havo such recog­ 
nition. 
Ii will have tho applause of sympathy 
and admiration; end that Is enough. 
If tho 
world does not chill lite spirit of true heroism 
by showing how meanly and materially it 
thinks of it, then there ara more heroes than 
wo thought. 
Ju-t us soon as somebody, man 
or woman, does a plucky tiling, we proceed 
to balance accounts by giving him a reward 
of merit. 
And unless the heroines and heroes 
arc | ositlvely superhuman, we usually make 
fools of ourselves and them. 
Besides, this 
proposed Cook testimonial has hung fire for 
weeks and months. 
There is no spontaneity 
about it; therefore it should be abandoned. 
We have the Washington monument and the

For about forty 
years he has been iii the front rank of the 
rationalistic army as a leading expounder of 
its n*w and startling doctrines. 
With his 
Girly life very little of interest to most of na 
on this side of I ie Atlantic is connected. 
In 
1845 he published his “ Life of Christ.” Al­ 
though ha has been denounced without mercy 
by his enemies on accouut of that work, be 
did not quite deserve to bear such a tempest 
entirely alone. 
Strauss did but little more 
than to interpret and put iu form the floating 
ideas and speculations of his time upon the 
theme ho treated. 
Tile boldness of bis state­ 
ments and the incisive logic by which lie 
supported them, were, however, iu the nature 
of a novel (remade against tho Bible. 
Tho 
gist of his debate with orthodoxy lies in a ols- 
llnction not hard for the simplest mind to 
comprehend. 
He denied the accuracy of the 
Bible as a book of history, and accept d it 
only as an allegory, 
lie sought to take 
apart the threads of Scriptural narration and 
then to re-weave them in such a manner as to 
show that, In order to gain all the benefit 
possible from the so-called written revelation, 
wo need not do more than to believe iu the 
Bible. 
Strauss considered Christianity the 
mythological embodiment or setting of the in­ 
trinsic truths of human nature, 
lo other and 
perhaps plainer words, his Christ was luau 
himself, 
falling, 
fainting, dying, 
rising 
again, working miracles, and actually, though 
not always consciously, experiencing ail the 
Divine Person i3 represented to have done in 
man s behalf. 
The final definition of his rys- 
teui would be, religion 
reconstructed and 
clarified 
by tho applied principles of the 
philosophy of Hegel. 
His conception in its 
germ seems to have been that all systems of 
religion 
were 
symbols 
of 
abstract 
troth. 
With 
every 
other 
deep 
and 
analytic Ibiuker in the church or out of it, 
Strauss ofteu faced and at last accepted, with 
certain misty modifications, the proposition 
.hat existence itself is but a mental process, 
tome time in the lnliuite future it will proba- 
>ly b; found that he was not so far from right 


in so profound a conclusion; bul it is equally 
sore that most men are too earthy to under­ 
stand It now. 
Had we time lo the midst of 
these hurried words we should 
be glad 
to 
show In 
what 
respects 
we 
think 
the 
Christianity 
of 
to-day 
would 
bo 
the belter for mitigating its cast-iron dogma­ 
tism with a little of the solvent spirit which 
porvades tile Ltben Jest/ in too great excess. 
But that must wait. 
Strauss preeminent and 
fatal fault was that lie left human nature with 
nothing to lean njKUi iu tho hour of its danger 
and peril, and nobody to cling to in tho awful 
moment of dissolution. 
Now, let it be under­ 
stood that men always did aud always will 
insist upon an objective point of faith. 
So 
deep and wonderful specimens of their kind as 
Scbelllng, Schiller and Uhland, who were at 
once mystics, philosophers and sages, may 
have been in some sort sufficient unto them ­ 
selves, and felt but slightly and seldom the 
necessity of extraneous rest and comfort; yet, 
mankind as a unit must havo its visible and 
historical incarnations and forms. 
That im­ 
perative requirement lies at Hie foundation of 
idolatry as it is the only conceivable center of 
a practical Christianity. 
Ilenco the marvel­ 
ous critical acumen and calm earnestness 
displayed by Straujs in bis “Life of Jesus” will 
facsinate tho learned and speculative only, 
aud as for ail other men it will fall on unkind 
and repellant soil. 
Hie end of this grand but 
mistaken life was characteristic. 
Strauss 
was a man of fortitude and courage, and, ac­ 
cording to his emasculated creed, ho could 
have no defined hope of the future. 
The sweet 
ministries of trust and tenderness were not for 
bim; no songs of hope soothed the ultimate 
struggle, nor did Faith, as a realizing angel, 
suggest pictures of a distant City and restful 
River. Ile died with splendid consistency, but 
left no word of inspiration for the disciples of 
his mighty vagal lea. Let him sleep without the 
condemnation of our judgment, for it is not 
impossible that his life iu the otorual world 
will joyfully dissipate his own convictions, 
aud unexpected happiness be the best antidote 
to the perversions of a false philosophy.

A T estim o n ia l. 
Rev. Dr. Foss of New York seems to have 
charge of a movement to get up a testimonial 
to Pastor Emile Cook of Paris, who was one 
of the passengers saved at the sinking of the 
Villo du Havre. It is said that Mr. Cook be­ 
haved on that dreadful occasion like a cour­ 
ageous man and a Christian; and that he did 
his best to comfort others around him in view 
of the iate which had overtaken them. All of 
this wo make no doubt about, whatever. Yet 
why a testimonial ? If it is answered that 
courage and fidelity should receive recogni­ 
tion, we havo to remark that if it ever signal­ 
izes itself before men it will havo such recog­ 
nition. It, will have the applause of sympathy 
and admiration; end that Is enough. If the 
world doe3 not chill the spirit of true heroism 
by showing how meanly and materially it 
thinks of it, then there ara more heroes than 
wo thought. Just us soon as somebody, mail 
or woman, does a plucky thing, we proceed 
to balance accounts by giving him a reward 
of merit. And unless the heroines and heroes 
are j ositively superhuman, we usually make 
fool3 of ourselves and them. Besides, this 
proposed Cook testimonial has hung fire for 
weeks and months. There is no spontaneity 
about it; therefore it should be abandoned. 
We have the Washington monument and the 
Lincoln monument; and the man who is re­ 
sponsible for adding another to our collection 
of the ruins of silly enthusiasm ought to liave 
been muzzled from his cradle. 


In so profound & coacluaiou; but it is equaity 
sure that most men are too earthy to under­ 
stand It now. Had wo time la the midst of 
these harried words wo ebould bo glad 
to show In what respects 
we think 
the Christianity of to-day 
would bo 
the belter for mitigating its cast-iron dogma­ 
tism with a little of the solvent spirit which 
pervades the Leben Jesu in too great excess. 
But that must wait Strauss’ preeminent and 
fatal fault was that ho left human natura with 
nothing to lean upon iu the hour of its danger 
and peril, and nobody to cling to In the awful 
moment of dissolution. Now, let it be under­ 
stood that men always did and always will 
insist upon an objective point of faith. So 
deep and wonderful specimens of their kind as 
Scbelling, Schiller and Uhland, who were at 
once mystics, philosophers and sages, may 
have been in some sort sufficient unto them­ 
selves, and felt but slightly and seldom the 
necessity of extraneon3 rest and comfort; yot, 
mankind as a unit must have its visible and 
historical iucaruations and forms. That im­ 
perative requirement lies at the foundation of 
idolatry as it is the only conceivable center of 
a practical Christianity. Hence the marvel­ 
ous critical acumen and calm earnestness 
displayed by Strau3S in his “Life of Jesus” will 
facsinate the learned and speculative only, 
and as for all other men it will fall on unkind 
and repellant soil. The end of this grand but 
mistaken life was characteristic. 
Strauss 
was a man or fortitude and courage, and, ac­ 
cording to his emasculated creed, ho could 
have no defined hope of the future. The sweet 
ministries of trust and tenderness were not for 
him; do songs of hope soothed the ultimate 
struggle, nor did Faith, as a realizing angel, 
suggest pictures of a distant City and restful 
River. lie died with splendid consistency, but 
left no word of inspiration for the disciples of 
his mighty vagai ies. Let him sleep without the 
condemnation of our judgment, for it is not 
impossible that his life iu the eternal world 
will joyfully dissipate his own convictions, 
and unexpected happiness be the best antidote 
to the perversions of a false philosophy. 


775 r. Creaswcll as a Gobbler. 
Mr. Cresswcll’s ideas regarding his depart­ 
ment are truly wonderful. There is a broad­ 
ness of nonsense about them at which the 
other Cabinet officers may gaze with feelings 
of unadulterated envy. 
We have referred briefly to his latest expo­ 
sition of postal law, that fine hair-splitting 
decision about authors’ manuscripts, in which 
he practically decided that for the writer to 
save the government the trouble of opening a 
package to see what it contained was to write 
a letter. Under such a ruling it will be no 
longer safe for our youthful artists to label 
their drawings, and persons will puzzlingly 
gaze at their efforts for hours when the simple 
statement— “ This is a Horse” would have 
saved them all their trouble and banished all 
perplexity from their minds. But under Cross- 
well's decision the artist cannot pul on his la­ 
bel, nor the author relieve the unlnquisitive 
clerk from the painful duty of peering into his 
package to discover its quality. 
But this is too trifling a matter for Mr. 
Cresswell to show his immense capacity for 
tomfoolery in dealing with public questions. 
It is when lie reaches the broad level or con­ 
fiscation that he fairly shines. It is in his 
treatment of the postal car and postal tele­ 
graph that he shows himself at his very best. 
Years ago the railroads carried a few mail 
bags once a day stowed in a little corner of 
a baggage car. Now they carry them several 
limes a day in cars specially and expensively 
fitted up, which are used for nothing 
else and besides carry a small army 
of clerks. Any business man would regard it 
as tbo most natural claim in the world, that 
of the railroads for increased compensation 
for such vastly increased accmmodations. But 
the Postmaster General fairly raves at the 
idea, and is so insane on the subject that ho 
would apparently abandon the postal cars en­ 
tirely rather than pay a fair price. It seems 
to matter but little in his mind that the cars 
have become a necessity, as the public would 
hardly care to go back to the old system when 
way letters occupied three and four times the 
time now occupied 111 the transit. The way to 
deal with the railroads, he thinks, is to force 
them to lake his price. 
The same idea animates his purpose to grab 
the telegraph. All probabilities indicate that 
the governmental control of the telegraph 
would give us less accommodation at an 
creased cost. Yet Mr. Cresswell would step 
into the telegraph headquarters, set a few ap­ 
praisers at work making out tbo bill, and take 
possession as cooily as Williams would send a 
landaulet to be repaired. It isn’t of the least 
consequence that the public have a mild sus­ 
picion that there hasn’t been the most thorough 
respect for the privacy of correspondence or 
the rights of newspapers in the po tal de­ 
partment, and a wholesome fear that tele 
grains subject to the scrutiny of clerks ap­ 
pointed by politicians might about as well be 
placarded on the fences. Not at all. If Mr 
Cresswell has a fancy for any little matter like 
a continental telegraph, be likes to close it 
out at once, and 011 his own terni3. Of course 
t is but a 9tcp from the telegraph to the rail 
roads, and greased with the postal suvings- 
lbanks it would be only a moment’s work to 
swallow them. 


Baviil I'rieilricli Strauss. 
The death is announced at Berlin of this 
eminent German thinker. For about forty 
years he has been in the front rank of the 
rationalistic army as a leading expounder of 
its new and startliug doctrines. With hi 
early life very little of interest to most of us 
on this side of the Atlantic is connected. In 
1835 he published his “ Life of Christ.” Al­ 
though he has been denounced without mercy 
by his enemies 011 accouut oí that work, he 
did not qaile deserve to bear such a tempest 
entirely alone. Strauss did but little more 
than to interpret and put in form the floating 
ideas and speculations of his time upon the 
theme he treated. The boldness of his state­ 
ments and the incisive logic by which he 
supported them, were, however, in the nature 
of a novel Crusade against the Bible. The 
gist of his debate with orthodoxy lies in a dis­ 
tinction not hard for the simplest mind to 
comprehend. He denied the accuracy of the 
Bible as a hook of history, and accepted it 
only as an allegory. He sought to take 
apart the threads of Scriptural narration and 
then to re-weave them in such a manner as to 
show that, in order to gain all the benefit 
possible from the so-called written revelation, 
wo need not do more than to believe iu the 
Bible. Strauss considered Christianity the 
mythological embodiment or setting of the in­ 
trinsic truths of human nature. In other and 
perhaps plainer words, his Christ was man 
himself, 
falling, faulting, dying, 
rising 
again, working miracles, and actually, though 
not always consciously, experiencing all the 
Divine Person ¡3 represented to have done in 
man’s behalf. The final definition of his sys­ 
tem would be, religion reconstructed and 
clarified by the applied principles of the 
philosophy of Hegel. His conception in its 
germ seems to have been that all systems of 
religion 
were 
symbols 
of ” abstract 
troth. 
With 
every 
other 
deep 
and 
analytic thinker in the church or out of it, 
Strauss often faced and at last accepted, with 
certain misty modifications, the proposition 
that existence itself is but a mental process. 
Some time in the Infinite future it will proba­ 
bly be found that he was not so tar from right

SENATE. 
Washington, Feb. 10. 
, Mr. SHERMAN, from the Finance Commit­ 
tee, reported with amendments the bill to re­ 
vise, consolidate and amend the statutes in 
relation to estimates, appropriations aad pub­ 
lic accounts. Placed on the calendar. 
Mr. GORDON of Georgia Introduced a bill 
granting aid to the Atlautic & Great West­ 
ern Canal. Referred to the Committee on 
Transportation. 
Mr. CAMERON, from the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, reported without amend­ 
ment the House bill requssting the President 
to extend in the name of tho United States a 
cordial Invitation to foreign governments to 
take part in the Centennial Exposition at 
Philadelphia. 
The CHAIR announced as a member of the 
committee to investigate into the manage­ 
ment of the government of the District or Co­ 
lumbia, In place of Morrill of Maine, excused, 
Allison or Iowa. The committee consists of 
Boutwell, Thurman and Allison. 
The morning hour expired and the Senate 
resumed consideration of the bankrupt bill, 
the pending amendment beiug that of Merri- 
rnan, giving to slate courts the same power 
us federal courts in executing bankrupt laws. 
Rejected. 
Mr. EDMUNDS moved to till the blank in 
the section in relation to compromising with 
creditors so as to provide that an arrange­ 
ment for settlement between creditors and 
debtors in order to lie valid shall receive the 
signatures of two-thirds of the number of 
creditors, representing one-half the value of 
debts. Agreed to. 
Mr. SHERMAN moved to fill the blank as 
to the timo when the provision of the thirty- 
ninth section, as amended by the committee, 
shalltake effect by inserting* the first day of 
December, 1873, so that all cases of compul­ 
sory or involuntary bankruptcy commeueeJ 
at that date be included. Agreed to. 
Mr. SUMNER offered an amendment to the 
twenty-first section of the original act, as fol­ 
lows: “ But a creditor proving lii3 debt or 
claim shall not be held to have waived his 
right of action or suit against the bankrupt 
when a discharge has been refused or proceed­ 
ings have been determined without a dis­ 
charge.” Agreed to. 
The bill having been considered in the Sen­ 
ate as Committee of the Whole was reported 
to the Senate and the amendments concurred 
iu. 
Mr. JOHNSON of Virginia modified his 
amendment previously offered to read as fol­ 
lows: "All notices of sales under this act bv anv 
assignee or officer of the court shall be pub­ 
lished in a newspaper or newspapers, to be 
designated by the judge which inr his opinion 
shall be best calculated to give a general no­ 
tice of sale.” Agreed to. 
Mr. ALCORN moved to reconsider the vote 
by which the amendments or the committee 
wore agreed to. Lost—yeas 19, nays 40. 
The question then recurred on the passage 
of the bill and it was passed—yeas 43, uavs 
1 1 . 
The bill now goes back to the House for 
concurrence. 
Ou motion of Mr. SHERMAN the Senate 
proceeded to the consideration of the bill re­ 
ported from the Finance Committee to amend 
the act to provide for the redemption of the 
three per centum temporary loan certificates 
and for an increase of national bank notes. 
This bill authorizes the Comptroller of tho 
Currency to withdraw national bank currency 
from states having an excess of circulation 
and issue it to those states and territories 
having less than their proportion, provided 
the whole amount of circulation so withdrawn 
and issued shall not exceed $25,000,000. 
Feuding consideration of the bill the Senate 
at 3:45 P. M. went into executive session and 
after a short time the doors were reopened 
and tho Senate adjourned.

THE NATION IL CAPITA!,. 
The Trial ol Jndffc Wright. 
W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 10.—The trial of Judge 
Wright, charged with extensive Indian boun­ 
ty forgeries, ended to-day with a decision by 
the court that it had no jurisdiction. The 
cost to the government for mileage and atten­ 
dance was $4,000. 
A NATIONAL BOARD OF HEALTH. 
The Committee on Commerce have directed 
Mr. Bromberg to report favorably to the 
House a bill establishing the surgeons gene­ 
ral of the army and navy and the supervising 
surgeons of marine hospitals ex officio a na­ 
tional board of health to prevent the introduc­ 
tion of contagious diseases into the United 
States. 
RETRENCHMENT. 
The House Committee on Appropriations 
have extended their observations over the 
Senate and want to know why Secretary Gor­ 
ham can’t cut down iu his clerical force, like 
the majority of government officers. Gorham 
wrote the committee a letter, which was read 
to-day, to the effect that instead of reducing 
it was his desire to increase his already over­ 
taxed force. It is understood the result has 
been to determine the committee to recom­ 
mend that a small appropriation be made for 
that office, so some of the employes may be 
dropped. 
TUS SANBORN CONTRACTS. 
The Secretary of the Treasure' to-day sent 
to the Senate copies of the Sanborn contracts 
and a full history of the transaction. 
A CRAZY DUTCHMAN. 
The eccentric German, J. G. Sypher, who a 
few days ago attempted to ride into the Execu­ 
tive Mansion on horseback, is a sausage 
maker of Cincinnati and will uccampany his 
employer home. Sypher was about being ex­ 
amined preparatory to being sent to (lie gov­ 
ernment insane asylum. 


T H E INDIANS. 
Slore Trouble Reported. 
Ft. Laramie, Feb. Iff.— A courier came in 
at 8:30 P. M. yesterday from a Peak train aud 
reported that about ten miles from the mill 
Lieutenant Robinson and Corporal Coleman 
were surrounded by about forty Indians. 
A private named Noies was near by and 
says the last that he saw of Robinson was 
that he was leaning forward iu his saddle aud 
the Indians very close behind, firing at him. 
Robinson anil Coleman ran toward the mill. 
Noies ran toward the train, which was about 
live miles north of where the attack wa3 made. 
His horse was shot and killed and he ran the 
remainder of the distance on foot under Ore of 
the Indians. When in sight of tho train the 
Indians left him. Bastilles left the mill about 
two hours after Robinson, which was an hour 
after the train had left and saw nothing of 
Robinson and Coleman or of the Indians. 
Captain Eagan was ordered out immediately 
with two companies of cavalry, but nothing 
ha3 yet been heard from him. The train ar­ 
rived here at two P. M. to-day. 
The Indians made a raid on a ranch yester­ 
day about nine miles from here aud took one 
horse and fired on the herder. It is supposed 
that a general raid has been made on Laramie. 
Colonel Bullock arrived at Fort Fettennan 
yesterday. lie says he saw7 a large party of 
Indians at the upper crossing of the Horse 
Shoe singing and dancing what seemed to be 
a scalp dance.

Cleveland, O., Feb. 10.—Edwin Lyle to­ 
day obtained a verdict of $10,000 against 
Cuyahoga Lodge of Odd Fellows. Lyle, it was 
claimed, failed to deliver money entrusted to 
him for the widow or a deceased member of 
the lodge and the lodge issued a circular de­ 
nouncing him as dishonest, whereupon Lyle 
entered euit for damages.

Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts rose to 
personal explanation and immediately the 
members left their seats aud commenced to 
gather around him, but on a point of order 
raised by Beck they were required by the 
Speaker to resume their seals.

I suppose it is 
parliamentary for me to use those words 
which our instructors of the press baTe told 
us is proper language to characterize a state- 
ineut wuich was used by one whom they at­ 
tempted to make President and whom they 
canonized for his good qualities, when he re­ 
plied to a statement made by Lieut. Governor 
Raymond in the New York Times, “You lie, 
you villian, you lie.” (Laughter.) 
The House then went into Comfnittee of (lie 
Whole, Kellogg of Connecticut iu the chair, 
on the army appropriation bill. 
The fourth section of the bill requires that 
all claims for stores or supplies taken or fur­ 
nished during the rebellion for the use of the 
army, including all such claims now pending 
and undetermined in any department of the 
government, shall be presented before the first 
of November, 1874, to the southern Claims 
Commissioners, who shall lmve exclusive ju- 
risdictiou to hear aud determine them. All 
claims not presented before that day are to 
be barred. The transfer of claims from the 
Quartermaster's Department is to b? consid­ 
ered as a presentation of claims. 
This section gave rise to a long discussion 
and many amen.knouts were offered to it. The 
most important t ; ¡he amendments that were 
adopted were om ¡ if.-i eJ by Young of Georgia, 
extending the time from November, 1874" to 
November, 1875, and one offered by E. It. 
Hoar ol Massachusetts for the appointment of 
two additional commissioners. An amend­ 
ment offered by Speer of Pennsylvania was 
also adopted, after a long struggle, trans­ 
ferring to the commissioners all evidence now 
on file with the Quartermaster General and 
Commissary General. 
The commUtcc rose pending an amendment 
by Cobb of Kansas relating to the selection of 
routes for the Western transportation of gov­ 
ernment supplies. 
Mr. BECK of Kentucky offered Luo follow­ 
ing resolution, which was adopted: 
W h e r e a s, The First National Bank of tho 
city of Washington recently became insolvent 
and i3 now in the hands of a receiver in con­ 
sequence, as is alleged, of lending to or plac­ 
ing in comrol of a single firm the whole of its 
capital stock, as well as a large part ol the 
money of its depositors, which is in palpable 
violation of the national bauking act; and 
15 WnEUEAS, The circumstances attending the 
failure of said bank and the character oi' the 
management under which sogros3 a violation 
of law could have taken place demandan in­ 
vestigation, to (lie end that remedies may bo 
applied to guard against like frauds in the 
future; therefore be it 
Resolved, That the Committee on Banking 
and Currency lie instructed to examine into 
the condition of said bank at the time of its 
failure and into its prior transactions and 
general management, with power to send for 
persons and papers. 
The House then at five o’clock adjourned. 
THE EYNCHBCBGli DEFALCATION. 
Examining ot tbc Sinking Fund. 
Richmond, Va., Feb. 10.—Henri', the de­ 
faulting clerk in the Lyncbburgb Internal Rev­ 
enue office, ha3 been arrested at Kanawha 
Falls, West Virginia. Notwithstanding the 
statement or the special agent at Lynchburgb 
that the defalcation only amounts to $3,500 a 
dispatch from the Sheriff of Kanawha states 
that $14,219 were found on Henry’s person.— 
Tho prisoner will be returned to Lynchburgh 
for trial. 
W. D. Coleman, who attempted to take hi3 
life yesterday upon being arrested for embez­ 
zling bonds of tho state sinking fund, will 
be examined on Thursday in the police court, 
his condition not being such as to coufine him 
to bis room. The amouut of embezzlement i3 
not known, but a full investigation will be had 
at once into the affairs of tho sinking fund, 
probably by a legislative committee,at the in­ 
stance of tho Commissioners of the fund.

Whereas, The Comptroller iu his report 
states that it is heliered that not more than 
one-third in value of property liable to taxa­ 
tion is placed upon the assessment rolls; that 
two-thirds i3 exempt from taxation and of this 
two-thirds, the great bulk is owned by weal­ 
thy capitalists, ¡earing the burden of taxation 
to be boras by those in moderate circumstan­ 
ces and who are least able to bear it; there­ 
foreResolved (If the Assembly concur), That 
the Finance Committee of the Senate and 
Wavs and M ans Committee of the Assembly 
be instructed to meet jointly at an early day 
with a view of taking up the whole subject of 
taxation for the purpose of devising some plan 
by which the burdeu of taxation may be 
equally distributed uponthe property of the state 
aud if possible that all property, real and per­ 
sonal, may tie assessed at its full value, aud 
that said committees, acting jointly, be in­ 
structed to report by bill as soon as possible.

10 of Art. 7 of the Constitution of the state, 
which havo not been paid and which consti­ 
tute the debt at thi3 time under said section 
and to what amount, and if such loan has 
been made by what authority.

Mr. COLE introduced a bill providing that 
in actions for foreclosure of mortgages on 
real estate already instituted, or hereafter to 
be instituted, if any party or parties having 
any interest in such premises sought to be 
partitioned or having interest in or lien upon 
such mortgaged premises are unknown to 
plaintiff and the re ideuce of such party or 
parlies cannot be ascertained and such fact 
shall lie made to appear by affidavit in court, 
such court may grant an order that a sum­ 
mons be served by publishing for six weeks 
in the state papers and also one paper pub­ 
lished in tho county where tho premises are 
situated. 
Messrs. BOOTH and WOOD introduced bills

EluUroucUug in Early Days. 
A writer in the Hartford Cour.iiit. gives rent - 
iniseence.s of railroading in Connecticut forty 
years ago. 
When the 
Hartford & New 
Haven road was first opened it bal very mea­ 
gre facilities, the road bed was poor, had only 
scrap rails, which were all the while curling 
up and running through tho car floors, and 
the cars were small ami the locomotives weak. 
In fact, it didn’t take much to block a train 
in those days. Sometimes an inch of snow 
on the rails would do it. Ileury C. White, 
one of the first conductors on the road, teils 
how lie and the baggage master used to sit iu 
front of the locomotive, one on each side, and 
brush oil the snow from the rails with a broom 
as the train slowly crawled along. Each had 
a pail of sand and sprinkled u handful on tho 
rad when necessary. 
The driving wheels 
(engines had only one pair then) used to slip 
round and round, and torment them almost 
to death. On one occasion a train got “stuck” 
ou the Yulesvllle grade by one inch of snow, 
and the wood and water gave oat before the 
locomotive could overcome it. At last they 
got out the neighbors, yoked four pairs of 
oxeu to the train and drew if, passengers, 
baggage aud all, into Meriden with flying 
colors. 
In the early days of the road the »luge-coach 
drivers used to regard tho cars with great 
contempt. Indeed, thirty years ago the pas­ 
senger trains were three or four hours on tho 
road to New Haven, and the «tuge-coaclies 
went in about the same time. Superintend­ 
ent Davidson remembers riding with his fattier 
in a carriage drawn by two horses, in 1840, 
which had a race with a passenger train near 
Wallingford, where the turnpike and railroad 
are parallel for three or four miles, and during 
all that time the carriage kept eveu with the 
train. There were only two trains each way, 
daily, then, both carrying passengers ami 
freight. The old cars were divided into three 
compartments, opened on the side, and lnd 
twenty-four seats. The locomotive had only 
twelve-inch cylinders, and no cabs to protect 
the engineer and fireman from the weather. 
The oldest locomotives were the Hartford, 
Quinnipiae, Charter U.ik and New Haven. 


A UVouderful Cave. 
The Richmond Inquirer tells the following: 
“In the range of mountains in western North 
Carolina, known as the “Fork range.’’ a most 
singular phenomenon exists. It is a breath­ 
ing cave. In the summer months a current 
of air comes from it so strongly that a person 
can’t walk against it, while in the winter the 
suction is just us great. The cool air from the 
mountain in the summer is felt for miles in a 
direct line from the mouth of the cave. At 
times a most unpleasant o lor is emitted upon 
the current from dead carcasses of animals 
sucked in and killed by the violence. Therloss 
of cattle and stock in that section, in winter, 
ia accounted for in this way: They range too 
near tho mouth of the cave, and the current 
carries them in. 
At times, when the 
change from inhalation to exhalation begins, 
thi air is filled with various hairs of animals; 
not nnfrequently bones and whole carca-ses 
are seen miles from the place. The air I1.13 
been known to change materially in tempera­ 
ture during exhalation, from quite cool to un­ 
pleasantly liot, withering vegetation within 
reach, and accompanied by a terrible roaring, 
gurgling sound, as a not boiling. It is unac­ 
counted for by scientific men who have exam­ 
ined if. though no exploration can take place. 
It is feared by many that a volcanic eruption 
may break forth there some time. .Such 
ibimrs have occurred in places as littl" unex- 
peete 1.

There remained iu 
the hospital (.ti the 30th of November, 1873, 
1*5 patient?.

For the greater portion 
of the year the wards of the hospital were 
had!,? crowded, but owing to their excellent 
sanitary appliance?, enjoyed immunity from 
epidemic disease. 
Tile must pernicious effect 
caused by overcrowding the wards is the in­ 
creased emotional irritability and excitement 
of the patient?. 
As a consequence the re­ 
covery of the curable is delayed, and more 
deplorable yet, In some instances prevented, 
tau? seriously defeating the purpose for which 
the hospital was established.

a verdict from the jury, in a case where dam­ 
ages were laid as high as $5,000, and the 
readiness with which he met the many diffi­ 
cult questions of law which from time to time 
have misen during the term, all evinced not 
only a profound legal erudition, but .th at 
quickness of perception and close analytical 
system of reasoning which grasps at once 
the salient points of a case and enables him 
so to apply not only the law but the evidence 
in the case, as to best elucidate the truth and 
administer justice. 
This is one of tho advantages growing out 
of the long and active practice of his profes­ 
sion by which Jlis Honor must have acquired 
these valuable qualities. 
It ¡3 some times 
urged that a lawyer who has been an advo­ 
cate at the bar for any great length of time 
gets so in the habit of viewing cases from on­ 
ly one side that it becomes difficult for him to 
resist the force of the habit when elevated to 
the bench. 
That the bar of Columbia do not believe in 
this theory as applied to Judge Westbrook, 
was conclusively shown in the case of Flynn 
vs. The Equitable 
Life Assurance Society, 
where the counsel submitted the case to the 
jury without summing up, upon the charge of 
the Court. 
Judge Westbrook 
combines, in a happy 
manner, genuine Judicial dignity with an af­ 
fable courtesy; and upon this, as upon all 
other traits, we congratulate both the suitors 
and the lawyers of this district upon the 
lection of the successor of our lamented Judge 
Hogeboom one so worthy to wear his mantle 
as llis Honor Judge Westbrook.— Hudson

i i n d s i u R i v e r S ta te H o s p i t a l . 
The annual report of the Board of Manager* 
of the Hudson River State Hospital is now be­ 
fore the proper co mmittee of the Legislature 
in printed form. 
It commences with the 
statement that on the 1st of December, 1872, 
there were 126 patients in the hospital. 
Dur 
ing the year ending November 30, 1873, there 
were admitted 190. The whole number under 
treatment during tho year was 325, of which 
number 110 were discharged, as follows: 52 
recovered, 25 improved, 44 unimproved, 19 
died. 
The greatest number in tho hospital at 
any one time was 202. 
There remained in 
the hospital on tho 30th of November, 1873 
185 patients. 
Although a number of suicidal 
patients have been received, no untoward ac 
cidenl has occurred. 
For the greater portion 
of the year the wards of the hospital were 
badly crowded, but owing to tbeir excellent 
sanitary appliances, enjoyed immunity from 
epidemic disease. 
The most pernicious cfiect 
caused by overcrowding the wards is the in­ 
creased emotional irritability and excitement 
of the patients. 
As a consequence the re 
covery of the curable is delayed, am) more 
deplorable yet, in some instances prevented, 
thus seriously defeating the purpose for which 
the hospital was established.

ClIAFTER 741. 
Ax Acr to amend an Act entitled "An Act 
relating to the Confinement of the prisoner 
Joseph Waltz,” in the jail at Catskill, in tb<j 
Couuty of Greene, State of New Pork. 
Passed Jan. SO, 1374; three-fifth* being pres­ 
ent. 
PEOCLAMATIOX: 
\Y h erb as. It i* represented that a certain 
young man having been confined a long time 
111 tbo jail at Catskill, iu the countyof Greene, 
and that he is very desirous of going home lo 
aid, protect, and comfort bi* aged parents 
who are dwefiiug alone ou tbeir farm situated 
about two miles north of the town of Catskill, 
iu said county of Greene; and, 
Whereas, It is represented that it is neces- 
«ary for the health aud business of said party, 
that he should now be permitted to resume 
his respective duties in the agricultural and 
horticultural departments at his borne; he be­ 
ing an experienced farmer, pom ology, and 
gardener; therefore, 
The People u f the Slate o f Sew l~ork, rep­ 
resented in Senate and Assembly, do enact at 
follow s: 
Section- 1. All persons arc hereby appointed 
by authority to unite and stand together as 
one, In order to obtain the power and permis­ 
sion from tho President of the Union, and the 
Governor ot our ¡state, to liberate the said 
prisoner Joseph Waltz, now confined in the 
county jail at Catskill,in the county of Grecue, 
State of New York; aud all Justices, Attor­ 
neys and Counsellors at law, in said county, 
are hereby strictly and immediately appointed 
to fulfill the provisions of this important Act. 
§ 2. All persons violating the provisions of 
this acL shall be deemed guilty of a misde­ 
meanor, and shall likewise bo liable to a pen­ 
alty of fifty dollars for each oflenco; and it 
shall he tte duty of all Sheriffs, Police officers 
and the Constables cf each and every town in 
said county lo see that these provisions are 
enforced. 
§ 3. Ail penalties imposed by the piovisions 
of this act may be recovered, with costs of 
suit, by any persons in his or their own names 
before any Justice of the Peace, in so id county 
of Greene. 
§4. This act shall take effect immediately. 
I have compared tlie above with the origi­ 
nal law oa file in the jail under my hand, and 
I do hereby certify that the same are correct 
transcripts therefrom aud of the whole of said 
original law.

Rememberiug that the chief function of a daily 
journal is to give Us readers tho fullest, the 
best arranged, the most attractive, and the 
most readable history of the occurrences of 
the time, it has devoted its best energies to 
the business, and its success has been uni­ 
versally recognized and applauded. 
The year 
has been fruitful of startling events, and every 
Incident has found in Tho Tribune its prompt­ 
est, most accurate, and most perfectly equipped 
historian. 
A Tribune correspondent was the 
only civilian who witnessed the surrender of 
the Virginlus, and his picturesque description 
of that transaction, transmitted by telegraph, 
is the only account the public has yet seen of 
an incident upon which depended for many 
weeks the question of peace or war.
